Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because of rejections and clear reasons as already of 
record, and fully incorporated herein. The office action mailed June 01 , 2007 is maintained as final. Discussion in Section 7 are merely a 
response to Applicant's arguments. Rejection of claims i and 5 under 35 USC 102 by using the embodiment of Figure 9 of Yeh was 
already and clearly mentioned and discussed in the non-final rejection mailed January 25, 2007. Applicant's response filed January 25, 
2007 have overcome the ground of rejection under 35 USC 103 by Yeh reference (6,207,565) but NOT the ground of rejection under 35 
USC 102 by using the same Yeh reference (6,207,565). Although the ground of rejection of claims 1 and 5 under 35 USC 103 by Yeh 
(6,207,565) is withdrawn due to Applicant's response dated January 25, 2007, the other ground of rejections of claims 1 ,5 under 35 USC 
102 by Yeh (6.207.565) in the final office action mailed June 01 . 2007 is still outstanding and maintained the SAME as the non-final 
action mailed January 25. 2007, in which the embodiment of Figure 9 in Yeh was already and clearly mentioned and discussed. By 
withdrawing one ground of rejection, Applicant has the benefit from the withdrawal of the ground of 103 rejection, whereby it is no need to 
keep to further response to the withdrawn ground of rejection under 35 USC 103 by the Yeh reference.
